Later they switch 10 No. 714 or No. 8, On the run- 
ning and wild flushing type of quail, such as the 
Gambel's larger shot is sometimes used. 

You can do a good job on mourning doves al nor- 
mai ranges win the lighter loads and No. 712 or 
No. 8 shot—but for longer ranges use the heavy 
loads and No. 6 or No. 715.
